G.S.R, 38,—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution and in 
supersession of the Department of Rural Development, Superintending Engineer and Assistant Engineer (Central 
Project Management Cell) Recruitment Rules, 1989, except as respects things done or omitted to be done before 
such supersession, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post 
of Superintending Engineer, (Central Project Management Cell) in the Ministry of Rural Development (Depart¬ 
ment of Rural Development), namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Department of Rural Development, 
Superintending Engineer (Central Project Management Cell) Recruitment Rules, 1994, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The number of the said post, its classification and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, and other qualifications etc.—The method of recruitment to the said 
post, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications.—No persons,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. 
it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commis¬ 
sion, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category or persons. 

6. Saving,—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration 
after forty-five days from the date on which copies of the 
Gazette of India containing this notification are made avail¬ 
able to the public ;

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement.-—(1) These 
rules may be called the Nutmeg Grading and Marking Rules, 
1994. 

(2) They shall apply to Nutmeg whole and Nutmeg 
ground (powdered) produced in India. 

f3) They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

1. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requites— 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” moans the Agri¬ 

cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India ; 

(b) “Authorised Packer” means a person or a body of 
persons who has been granted a Certificate of 
Authorisation to grade and mark nutmeg whole 
and/or nutmeg ground (powdered) in accordance 
with the grade standards and procedure specified in 
these rules ; 

(c) “Certificate of Authorisation" means a certificate 

issued under the provisions of the General Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1988 authorising a person or 
a body of persons to grade and mark nutmeg whole 
and/or nutmeg ground (powdered) with the grade 
designation mark ; 


(d) “Schedule” means a Schedule annexed to these 
rules, 

3. Grade designations.—The grade designations to indicate 
the quality of nutmeg whole and nutmeg ground (powdered) 
are as set out in column i of Schedule 1 and II. 

4. Definition of quality.—The quality indicated by the 4 
respective grade designations shall be as set out against each 
grade designation in columns 2 to 5 of Schedule-! and in 
columns 2 to 8 of Schedule-II. 

5. Grade designation marks.—The grade designation mark 
shall consist of— 

(i) a lubel specifying name of the produce, grade desig¬ 

nation and bearing a design consisting of an outline 
map of India with the word “AGMARK” and the 
figure of rising sun with woids “produce of India” 
and " rrtr TWA ” resembling the one as 

set out in Schedule III ; or 

(ii) “AGMARK replica” consisting of a design incor¬ 

porating the number of Certificate of Authorisation, 
the word “AGMARK", name of the produce, grade 
designation and resembling the one as set out in 
Schedule IV : 

Provided that the use of AGMARK replica in lieu 
of AGMARK labels shall be allowed only to 
such authorised packers who have been granted 
necessary permission by the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Adviser or an officer authorised in this regard 
and subject to the conditions prescribed under 
the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988. 

6 . Method of packing.—(1) Nutmeg whole shall be packed 
in clean, sound and dry jute bags or in pouches made of 
food grade plastic, 

(2) Nutmeg powder shall be packed in new, clean, sound 
and dry containers made of tin, glass or in pouches made 
of laminaled/cxtrusioiied/mctabsed multilayer food grade 
plastic materials. 

(3) The containers shall be free from insect infestation, 
fungus contamination, deleterious substances and any un¬ 
desirable or obnoxious smell. 

(4) Each container shall be securely closed and suitably 
sealed. 
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(5) Suitable number o£ consumer packets containing graded 
material of the same grade designation and from the same 
lot/hatch may lie packed in master containers such ns 
wooden cases, card hoard cartons etc. 

7. Method of Marking.—(1) The grade designation mark 
shall be securely affixed to or clearly and indelibly printed 
on each container. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation the following parti¬ 
cular* shall be clearly and indelibly marked on the label or 
the container— 

(a) Name and address of the packer, 

(b) Place of packing, 

(e) Date of packing, in month and year, 

(d) Lot/batch number, 

fe) Net weight, 

(f) Price. 

(3) The authorised packer may, with prior approval of 
the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer authorised 
in this regard, affix bis private trade mark or trade brand 
on the graded packages provided that the same does not 


indicate quality other than that indicated by the grade desig¬ 
nation mark affixed to the graded packages. 

S. Special conditions for giant of Certificate of Authorisa¬ 
tion.—In addition to the general conditions speeilied in sub- 
rule t8) ol rule 3 of the Cicueial Guiding and Marking Rules, 
198R, the following shall be the additional conditions for 
grant of certificate of Aulhoi isation for grading and marking 
nutmeg whole and nutmeg ground (powdered) under these 
rules, namely :— 

(1) The authorised packet shall either set up Ills own 
laboratory manned !l y a qualified chemist approved 
by the Agricultural Marketing Advisei 01 an officer 
authorised in this regaid for testing quality of 
nutmeg whole and nutmeg ground (powdered) or 
have access to the State grading laboratory or private 
commercial laboratory approved for the purpose, 

(2l The premises for processing, grinding and packing 
shall he maintained in perfect hygienic and sanitary 
conditions. 

(3) The personnel engaged in these operations shall be 
in sound health and free from any contagious 
disease.

G.S.R. 41.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to Group C’ and ‘D’ posts in the Satyajit Ray 
Film and Television Institute, Calcutta, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.-—(1) These rules may 
be called the Sayajit Ray Film and Television Institute, 
Calcutta, (Group ‘C’ and ‘D’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette.

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.— 
The method of the recruitment to the sold posts age limit, 
qualifications and other matters related thereto shall be as 
specified in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule annexed to these 
rules. 


4. Disqualification.—No person- 

fa) who have entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may,- if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to 
be provided f° r the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
Ex-Servicemen and other special categories of perrons in ac¬ 
cordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

O.S.R. 42.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 7 of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1985. The Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Indian Wireless Telegraphy (Commercial Radio 
operator’s certificate proficiency and licence to operate Global 
Maritime Distress and Safety System) Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—Unless the context otherwise requires, In 
these rules :—• 

(a) “Convention” means the convention of the Interna¬ 

tional Telecommhication Union. 

(b) “Radio telegraphy" include Radio telephony. 

3. Categories of Certificates and Licences.—On the result 
of an examination which may, from time to time be held 
by it or by an officer empowered by it in this behalf, the 
Central Government may grant (in accordance with the 
terms of the Convention) the following categories of the 
Certificate and Licence to operate Global Maritime Distress 
and safety System, namely :— 

(i) First Class Radio Electronic Certificate and Licence ; 

(ii) Second Class Radio Electronic Certificate and Licence; 

(iii) General Operator’s Certificate and Licence ; 

(iv) Restricted Operator’s Certificate and Licence. 

4. Eligibility for admission to the examination and 
licence.—No person shall be eligible for admission to an 
examination held under these rules f6r grant of a certificate 
unless such person is— 

(i) a Citizen of India, 

(ii) above the age of eighteen years on the date specified 

from time to time by this Ministry, 

(iii) has passed all India senior secondary school certi¬ 

ficate examination or an equivalent examination 
conducted by a recognised board/University with 
Mathematic and Physics as optional subjects. 

5. Application.—An application for admission to an Exa¬ 
mination specified in Rule 3 above, shall be made to the 
Central Government or to an officer empowered by it, in 
this behalf, in the form prescribed by the Government from 
time to time, together with all the subsidiary forms and 
documents duly filled in and completed in all respect. 

6. Fee for an examination.—A candidate for admission to 
an examination for the grant of certificates specified the 
Rule 3 shall pay fees in the following scale. 

(i) First Class REC and Second Class REC ; 


(a) Part-I 250.00 

(b) Part-II anl|or Part-Ill 250.00 

(ii) General and Restricted operator certificates 

Part-II andjor Part-Ill 250.00 

(iii) Conversion examination from ROGC and SND 

Class COP 250.00 

(iv) Re-examination for the renewal of certificate to 

operate endorsed in the certificate 250.00 


(Fee for an Examination specified above is subject to 
revision by Central Government from time to time.) 

9. Examination.—(1) The examination for the award of 
GMDSS certificate in Radio telephony shall be held in 
accordance with the terms of the convention and in the 
manner determined, from time to time, by the Central 
Government who shall notify the place at which and the 
date on which such an examination shall be held. 
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(2) Any person admitted to the examination and found 
guilty of impersonation of submitting fabricated documents 
which have been tempered with or making statements which 
arc incorrect or false or suppressing material information or 
otherwise resorting to any other irregular or impioper means 
tor obtaining admissions to the examination may, in addition 
to rendering hirn/hcrself liable to criminal prosecution, be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period front 
appealing in any of the examination held for the award of 
GMDSS certificates of Radio telephony awarded under 
Rule (3). 

Provided that order under this rule shall not be made 
unless the person has been given a reasonable op¬ 
portunity of making a representation against the 
action proposed to be taken. 

8. Secrecy.—Every holder of the certificate shall observe 
secrecy ol the correspondence. A declaration to this effect 
shall be made by him/her in the application for admission to 
the examination. 

9. Validity of Licences.—(1) Licence to operate shall bo 
valid for a period specified by the Central Government, but 
il shall in no case, he less than three years or more than 
five years from the date of declaration of result of the 
examination. 

Provided that on the expiry of the initial period of the 
validity of licence, it may he renewed for a period 
of three years at a time if the holder applies for 
it before the date of expiry of licence except as 
provided in rule 10(2) but not earlier than three 
months prior to that date, and 

(i) pays a fee of Rs. 200. 

(ii) has a total experience of not less than 3 months 

within 3 years immediately preceding the date 
of expiry of a licence, or 

(iii) satisfies, the Central Government by re-examination 

or otherwise that he still possesses all of the quali- • 
flcaions specified in his certificate, 

(2) If the holder of a licence, in the opinion of the Central 
Government has wilfully or negligently provided incorrect or 
false information for the propose of re-validation of the 
licence, the Central Government may endorse, suspend or 
cancel the licence. 

Provided that no order to suspend or cancel the licence 
under this rule shall be made unless the person 
concerned has been given a reasonable opportunity 
of making a representation against the action pro¬ 
posed to be taken. 

Explanation.-—For the purposes of this rule, the expression 
‘experience’ means the experience gained at a 
mobile station in the Maritime or Aeronautical 
Mobile Service using GMDSS. 

10. Issue of duplicate or replacement certificates and 
licences.—! 1) A holder whose certificate or licence has been 
lost, mutilated or destroyed shall immediately notify the loss 
to the Central Government. A properly executed application 
for duplicate certificate shall be made to the Central Govern¬ 
ment embodying a statement of the circumstances involved in 
the loss, mutilation or destruction of the certificate or licence 
for which a duplicate is required, If the certificate or licence 
lias been lost, the applicanl must state that reasonable search 
has been made for it and further, that in the event it be 
found, either the original or the duplicate shall be returned 
for cancel! af ion. 

(2) The Central Government may issue duplicate copies of 
anv certificate or licence on the payment of I ho charges as 
follows 

(i) Issue of Duplicate 200,00 

(ii) Issue of Duplicate Renewal slip 100.00 
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11. Discipline of operators.—(1) If in the opinion of the 
Central Government the holder of the certificate or licence 
has wilfully or negligently failed to comply with the provi¬ 
sions of the ci|avention, or Qf these rules or of any regula¬ 
tions lawfully applicable lo him/her in respect of operation 
of Radio Apparatus the Central Government may endorse, 
suspend or cancel the certificate. 

(2) The Central Government may at any time require the 
holder of a certificate of proficiency to produce the same 
anj the holder shall comply with such requisition. 

i3) The Central Government may at any time require the 
holder of a certificate of proficiency or licence to be re¬ 
examined in order to test his knowledge and ability and may 
as a result of such examination, endorse, suspend or cancel 
the licence. No fee shall be chargeable for such examina¬ 
tion. 

Provided that the Central Government may modify, 
vary, cancel or revoke any of the conditions govern¬ 
ing the issue of GMDSS certificate in Radio Tele- 

^ either by specified notice in writing to the 
or by a general notice published in the 
official gazette or News paper in New Delhi. 

12. Admission and award of certificates in Radio Tele¬ 
phony (GMDSS).—Nowilhstanding anything contained in 
these Rules, the Central Government may, subject to such 
conditions as it may impose from time to time :— 

(i) admit a person, who is not a citizen of India to 
examination held under these Rules, and 

(ii) award him/her a certificate in Radio telephony 
(GMDSS), 

13. Recognition of certificates issued by other countries.— 
The Central Government may recognize, subject to any 
conditions it may prescribe from time to time, certificate of 
Radio telephony (GMDSS) issued by a compe'ent authority 
in any other country as a certificate of proficiency of the 
same class issued by it. 

14. Results of the examinations.—(1) The result of each 
candidate who has qualified in the examination would be 
forwarded him/her as soon as possible after publication of 
the result. 

(2) No request for revaluation or re-scrutiny of any paper 
would be entertained. 

15. Conversion examination for award or Radio Telephony 
certificate (GMDSS).—Any person, who had passed the 
ROGC or COP (second Class examinations or was granted 
ROGC or COP SND licence or certificate or any such licence/ 
certificate was renewed shall be required to pass examination 
for conversion to appropriate certificate in Radio Telephony 
(GMDSS). 

16. Language.-—'The language of the examination shall ho 
English.

(Carriage of Cargo) Rules, 1995 which Central Government 
propose to make, in exercise of powers conferred by sub¬ 
sections (1) & (2) of Sections 330, 331 and sub-section (5) 
of section 332 read with section 457 of the Merchant Ship¬ 
ping Act. 1958 (44 of J 958) and in supersession of Merchant 
Shipping (Carriage of Dangerous Cargo) Rules, 1978, Mer¬ 
chant Shipping (Dock Cargo including Timber Cargo) Rules, 

1980 and Merchant Shipping (Carriage of Grains) Rules, 1991 
as amended from time to time, is hereby published as required 


under sections 330 and 332 of the Merchant Shipping Act of 
the said Act for information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby notice is hereby ‘ given that the said draft will be 
taken into consideration after the expiry of the period of 
thirty days from the date on which copies of the notification 
as published in the Gazette of India are made available to 
the public. 

Any objection or suggests which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft rules Irefore the 
period so specified will be taken into consideration by the 
Central Government. 

REVISED DRAFT RULES 

i. Short title, commencement and applicaTion_(1) These 

rules may be called Merchant Shipping (Carriage of Cargoes) 
Rules, 1995.

(2) They shall tome Into force ou the date of their final 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

(3) They shall apply to:— 

(a) ever.' Indian ship carrying or about to carry cargoes 

specified in these rules anywhere ; and 

(b) every ship other than Indian ship carrying or about 

to curry cargoes specified in these rules in port or 
places in India: 

Provided that where such cargoes are to be carried on 
Indian ships of less than 500 tons gross tonnage 'he Direc¬ 
tor General may permit other effective measures to ensure 
safety of the ship taking into account the nature mid condi 
tions of the voyage. 

(4) These rules shall not apply to carriage of ship's stores 
and equipment. 

2. Definition.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires : 

(a) ‘ Act” means the Merchant Shipping Act. 1958 (44 
of 1958); 

(h) “administration" as mentioned in the various Inter¬ 
national Maritime Organisation codes means the 
Directorate General of Shipping; 

(c) “BC Code" means the code of safe practice for 
solid bulk cargoes adopted by the International 
Maritime Organisation as amended from time to 
time; 

(d) “flCH code" means the Code for the construction 

and equipment of ships carrying dangerous chemi¬ 
cals in bulk for ships built before 1st July, 1986 
by the International Maritime Organisation as 
amended from time to time. 

(C) "cargo units” means a vehicle, container, fiat pallet, 
portable tank, pad,aged unit, or any other equity 
and loading equipment or part thereof which may 
belong to the ship but is not fixed to the ship; 

(f) "cargo stowage code” means the Code of safe prac¬ 

tice for cargo stowage and securing adopted by the 
International Maritime Organization as amended 
from time to time; 

(g) “chemical tanker” means a cargo ship constructed 

or adopted and used for the carriage of dangerous 
liquid chemicals in bulk listed in 1BC/BCH code ; 

(h) "Chief Surveyor" means the Chief Surveyor with 

the Government of India or the Deputy Chief 
Surveyor of the Deputy Chief Surveyor in the Direc 
torate General of Shipping; 

(i) “container' 1 means an article of transport equipment ; 

(a) ot-ft permanent character and accordingly strong 

enough to be suitable for repeated use ; 

(b) specially designed to facilitate the transport of 

goods, by one or more modes of transport, with¬ 
out intermediate reloading ; 

fc) designed to be secured and/or readily handled, 
having comer fittings for these purposes ; 

(d) of such size that the area enclosed by the four 
outer bottom corners is either: 

(i) at least 14 square metre (150 square feet); or 

(ii) at least 7 square metre (75 square feet) if it is 

fitted with top corner fittings; 

(e) complying with the requirements of the Internatio¬ 

nal Convention for safe containers. The term 
"container” includes, neither vehicles nor pack¬ 
aging ; however, containers when carried on chas¬ 
sis are Included; 

(j) "dangerous cargoes” include dangerous goods in pack¬ 

aged form, explosives as defined in the Explosive 
Act, 1884 and the IMDG code, noxious or danger- 
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ous chemicals liquid in bulk, solid bulk cargoes, 
liquefied gu3, harmful substances identified as marine 
pollutants in the IMDG code. Deck cargoes includ¬ 
ing timber cargo and other such cargoes, which by 
reasons of their nature, quantity or mode of stowage 
arc either singly or collectively liable to endanger 
the life or health of persons on or near the ship or 
liable to imperil the safety of the ship ; 

(k) “dangerous goods” means dangerous cargoes carried 
in packaged form or solid form in bulk and includes 
harmful substances identified as marine pollutants 
in the IMDG code ; 

(1, “documents” in the context of these rules includes 
information submitted through electronic data pro¬ 
cessing (EDP) and electronic data interchange (EDI) 
transmission techniques as an aifi to paper docu¬ 
mentation ; 

(m) “gas carrier” means a cargo ship constructed or 
adapted and used for the carriage on blk of any 
liquefied gas or other product listed in the IGC/GAS 
code; 

(n) “gas code” means the Code for construction and 

equipment of ships carrying liquefied gases in bulk 
applicable to ships constructed on or after 31st 
December, 1976 but prior to 1st July, 1986 adopted 
by the International Maritime Organisation as 
amended from time to time; 

(o) “grain’ includes wheat, maize (corn) oats, rye, barley, 

rice, pulses, seed and processed from thereof whose 
behaviour ir, similar to that of grain in its natural 
state; 

(p) “grain code” means the international code for the 

safe carriage of grain irr bulk adopted by the Inter¬ 
national Maritime Organisation as amended from 
time to time ; 

(q) “IBC Code” means the International Code for con¬ 
structions and equipment of ships carrying danger¬ 
ous chemicals in bulk applicable to ships construct¬ 
ed on or after 1st July, 1986 adopted by the Inter¬ 
national Maritime Organisations as amended from 
time to time; 

(r) “IGC code” means the international code for construc¬ 

tions and equipment of ships carrying liquefied gases 
in bulk applicable to ships constructed on or after 
1st July, 1986 adopted by the International Mari¬ 
time Organisation as amended from time to time ; 

(s) “IMDG code” means the International Maritime dan¬ 

gerous goods Code adopted the International Mari¬ 
time Organization as amended from time to time; 

(t) ‘liquified gases” means gases having a vapour pres¬ 

sure exceeding 2.8 bar absolute at a temperature of 
37.8 degree C and includes other product prescrib¬ 
ed in the IGC code, 

<u) “MARPOL Convention” means the International Con¬ 
vention for prevention of pollution from ships in 
force including ns protocol adopted by the Inter¬ 
national Maritime Organisation and as amended 
from time to time ; 

(v) "Nautical Advisor" means the Nautical Advisor to the 

Government of India or the Deputy Nautical Advisor 
in the Directorate General of Shipping; 

(w) “Schedule" means schedules to these rules ; 

(xj “SOLAS Convention” means the International Con- 
Convention for Safely of Life at Sea in forge includ¬ 
ing its protocols adopted by the International Mari- 
"me Organisation and as amended from time to 
time. 

(y) “timber code" means the code for safe practice for 

ships carrying limber deck cargo adopted by the 
International Maritime Organisation as amended 
from time to time ; 

(z) “timber deck cargo" means the deck cargo consisting 

of timber; 
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(za) “U.N. number" means a serial number assigned to a 
dangerous substances in the IMDG code. 

PART II 

3. General.—tl) Every ship, when carrying dangerous tat go 
in bulk which is liable to emit a toxic or flammable gas or 
cause oxygen depletion in the cargo spape, shall be provided 
with un apptopriate instalment for measuring the concentra¬ 
tion of gas or oxygen in the air or in such spaces. Detailed 
instruction for use shall be provided with every such instru¬ 
ment and the crew on every such ship shall be trained in the 
use of such instrument within two weeks of their joining such 
ship for the first time. 

(2) Every Master when using pesticides for fumigation of 
the cargo oi accommodation spaces shall take appropriate pre¬ 
cautions to ensure safety of ship’s crew and those engaged 
in fumigation. 

(3) Every ship loading dangerous cargoes under these rules 
shall be provided with comprehensive information on the 
ship’s stability and the distribution of cargo in various standard 
loading conditions. Information as provided under Merenant 
Shipping (Loading) Rules, 1979 shall dc considered adequate. 


regard to the securing arrangement* on board such ships and 
on the cargo units and with regard to the strength of the secur¬ 
ing points and lashings. 

15) Containers are not loaded to more than the maximum 
gross weight indicated on the Safety Approval Plate fixed 
thereon under the International Convention for Safe Contain¬ 
ers (CSC). 

(6) A ship carrying cargo units and other entities covered in 
the cargo stowage code shall carry a cargo securing manual 
duly prescribed and approved by t(re Nautical Adviser. 

7. Reporting of Incidents involving dangerous cargoes—(1) 
When an incident taken place involving the log* on likely loss 
overboard of dangerous cargo including packaged dangerous 
foods, dangerous cargo in bulk. 'The Master, or other person 
having charge of the ship, shall report the particulars of such 
an incident without delay and to the fullest extent possible to 
the nearest couatal State. The report shall be based on the 
“General principles I or ship reporting systems and ship repor¬ 
ting requirements including guidelines for reporting incidents 
involving dangerous goods, harmful substances andjor marine 
pollutants” approved by the International Maritime Organisa¬ 
tion. 


4. Cargo information.—(ij The shipper shall provide the 
master or his representative with appropriate information on 
the cargo sufficiently in advance of loading to enable the pre¬ 
cautions which may be necessary for proper stowage and safe 
carriage of the cargo to be put in to effect. Such information 
shall be confirmed in writing and by appropriate shipping do¬ 
cuments prior to loading the eago on the snip. 

(2) The Corgo information shall Include : 

(a) in the case of general cargo, and of cargo carried in 

cargo units, a general description of the cargo, the 
gross mass of the cargo or of the cargo units, and 
any relevant special properties of the cargo ; 

(b) in the case of a bulk cargo, information on the stow¬ 

age factor of the cargo, the trimming procedures and. 
In the case of a concentrate or other cargo which 
may liquefy, additional information in the form of 
a certificate on the moisture content of the cargo and 
its transportable moisture limit; 

(c) in the case of a bulk cargo not classified in accord¬ 

ance with the provisions sub-rule (i) of rule 10 but 
which has chemical properties that may create a 
potential hazard, in addition to the information re¬ 
quired by this tuie, information on its chemical pr6* 
pertlcs. 

(3) Prior to loading cargo units on board ships, the Shipper 
shall ensure that the gross mass of such units is in accordance 
with gross mass declared on the shipping documents. 

5- International Maritime Organisation codes—Every ship 
shall be provided with the appropriate codes referred to in 
these rules and adopted by the International Maritime Orga¬ 
nization relating to specific cargoes intended to be carried on 
board. 

6. Stowage and securing—When stowing and securing any 
cargo on boaid ship the Master shall comply with the pro¬ 
visions specified In cargo stowage code and in particular en¬ 
sure that : 

(1) Cargo and cargo units carried on or under deck are so 
loaded, stowed and secured as to prevent as far as practicable, 
throughout the voyage, damage or hazard to the ship and the 
persons on board, and loss of cargo overboard. 

(21 Cargo carried in a cargo unit is so packed and secured 
within the unit as to prevent, throughout the voyage, damage 
or hazard to the ship and the persons on board. 

(3) Appropriate precautions are taken during loading and 
transport of heavy cargoes or cargoes with abnormal physical 
dimensions to ensure that no structural damage to the ship 
occurs and to maintain adequate stability throughout the 
voyage. 

(4) Appropriate precautions are taken during loading and 
transport of cargo units on board ro-ro ships, especially with 


(2) In the event of the ship referred to in sub-rule (1) being 
abandoned, on in the event ot a report from such a ship being 
incomplete or unobtainable the owner, charterer, manager or 
operator of the ship, or their agents shall, to the fullest extent 
possible, assume the obligations placed upon, the master by this 
rule. 

(3) Every such ship when carrying dangerous cargo shall 
carry special emergency equipment including protective cloth¬ 
ing as specified in the Schedule to IMDG code (Em Schedule) 
in compliance with emergency procedures for ship carrying 
dangerous goods. Such protective clothing and equipment 
shall be kept to readiness as long as such cargo is carried on 
board or Is being loaded or discharged, aster of every such 
ship shall ensure that the crew Is familiar with the use of 
such equipment. 

(4) In every accident Involving dangerous goods Master shall 
be guided by the International medical guide Tor ship adop¬ 
ted by International Maritime Organisation, the medical tost 
nnc! guide for use in accidents Involving dangerous goods 
annexed to IMDG code and the list of medicines specified 
to Merchant Shipping (Carriage of Medicines) rales. 

PART m 

8. Application—This part applies to carriage of 

(i) dangerous goods In packaged form 

(ii) solid bulk cargoes, and 

(lii) deck cargoes including timber deck cargo. 

9. Dangerous poods in packaged form—(1) Unless expressly 
provided otherwise, every ship carrying dangerous goods to 
packaged iorm as classified in sub-rule (I) of rule 10 shall 
comply with the requirements of the IMDO code. 

(2) Every such ship constructed after 1st July, 1986 shall 
in addition, comply with the requirements of the first Sche¬ 
dule and on such compliance shall be issued with a docu¬ 
ment of compliance by the Principal Officer as prescribed in 
the Second Schedule. 

(3) Such certificate of compliance shall be to force for a 
period of 5 years from the dale of issue or such short 
period as specified in the certificate. 

10. Classification, identification and documentation— (1) For 
the purpose of these rales dangerous goods shall be classed 
as follows : 

Class 1—Explosives 

Class 2—Gases: compiesed, liquefied or dissolved under 
pressure 

Class 3—Flammable /liquids 

Class 4—Flammable /solids

(2) In all documents relating to the carriage of dangerous 
goods by sea where the goods are named, the correct tech¬ 
nical name of the goods and the U.N. number allotted to it 
in the IMDG code shall be used (trade names alone shall 
not be used) and the correct description given in accordance 
with the classification set out in sub-rule (1) in case of harm- 
full substances identified as marine pollutant the document 
shall further identify the substance by the addition of words 
“marine pollutant”. 

(3) The shipping documents prepared by the shipper shall 
Include, or be accompanied by, a signed daclaratlon on a 
form specified in the Third Schedule, Indicating that the 
shipment offered for carriage Is propertly packaged and mark¬ 
ed. labelled or placarded, as appropriate, and In proper con¬ 
dition for carriage, and where applicable, to minimize the 
hazard to ihe marine environment. 

(4) The persons responsible for the packing of dangerous 
goods in a freight container or road vehicle shall provide a 
signed container packing declaration or vehicle gacWng dec¬ 
laration stating that the cargo In the unit has been properly 
packed and secured and that all applicable transport require¬ 
ments have been met. Such a certificate or declaration may 
be combined with the document referred to In sub-rule (3) 
of Ihis rule. 

(51 Where there is due cause to suspect that is freight con¬ 
tainer or road vehicle in which dangerous goods arc packed 
js not in compliance with the requirements of sub-rule (21 
or (3) or where a container packing certificate or vehicle 
packing declaration Is not available, the freight container 
or vehicle shall not be accepted for shipment. 

(6) Fvery ship carrying dangerous goods shall have a; 
special list or manifest setting forth, the dangerous goods 
on board end the location thereof In accordance with the 
clasrificatimi set out in sub-rule (1) of this rule. A detailed 
stowage plan, which identifies by class nnd sets out the loca¬ 
tion of all dangerous goods on board, may be used In place 
of such a special list or manifest. Tn either case clear distinc¬ 
tion shall be made between harmful substances Identi¬ 
fied ns marine pollutants and other dangerous goods, A copy 
of one of these documents shall be submitted before depar¬ 
ture. to the Mercantile Marine Department in India or to the 
person or if nnv organization designated by the port State 
authority in a port outside India. 

11. Packaging, marking, labelling and placarding.—(1) The 
packaging of dangerous goods shall be : 

(a) well nr’de and in good condition; 

(b) of such a character tb«f any interior surface with 

which the contents may come in contact is not 
dangerously affected by the substance being convey¬ 
ed; and 

(c) capable of withstanding the ordinary risks of handling 

and carriage by sea. 

(2) Where the use of absorbent or cushioning materials is 
customary in the packaging of liquids in receptacles, that 
material shnll be : 

foi capable of minimizing the dangers to which the 
liquid may give rise; 

(b) so disposed as to prevent movement and ensure that 
the receptacle remains surrounded; and 


(c) where reasonably possible of sufficient quantity to 
absorb the liquid in the event of breakage Of the 
receptacle. 

(3) Receptacles containing dangerous liquids shall have 
cn ullage at the filling temperature sufficient to allow for 
the highest temperature during tile course of normal carriage. 

(4) Packages containing dangerous goods shall be durably 
marked with the correct technical name; trade names alone 
shall not he used. 

(5) Packages containing dangerous {poods shall be provided 
with distinctive labels or stencils of the labels, or placards 
as appropriate, so as to make clear the dangerous properties 
of the goods contained therein, 

(6) The method of marking the correct technical name and 
of affixing labels or applying stencils of labels, or of affix¬ 
ing placards nn packages containing dangerous goods, shall 
be such that this information will still be identifiable on 
packages surviving at least three months’ immersion in the 
sea. In considering suitable marking, labelling and placarding 
methods, account shall be taken of the durability of the mate¬ 
rials used arid of Ihe surface of the package. 

(7) Packages containing dangerous goods shall be marked 
and labelled as specified in this rule provided that the Nauti- 
nalAdviscr may exempt the following from marking require¬ 
ment ; 

1. packages containing dangerous goods of a low degree 
of hazard or packages containing small quantities of dan¬ 
gerous goods, or 

2. packages that are stowed and handled in units that are 
identified by labels or placards. 

12. Stowage requirements.—(1) Dangerous goods shall be 
stowed safely and appropriately in accordance with the nature 
of the good'. Incompatible goods shall be segregated from one 
another. 

(2) Explosives (except ammunition) which present a serious 
risk shall be stowed in a magazine which shall be kept secu¬ 
rely closed while nt sea. Such explosives shall be segregated 
from detonators. Electrical apparatus and cables in any 
compartment In which explosive are carried shall be so design¬ 
ed and used as to minimize the risk of Arc or explosion. 

(3) Dangerous goods in packaged form which give off dan¬ 
gerous vapours shall be stowed in n mechanically ventilated 
space or on deck. Dangerous goods in solid form In bulk 
which give off dangerous vapours shall be stowed In well 
ventilated spaces. 

(4) In ships carrying flammable liquids or gases, special 
precaution? shnll be takeu where necessary against fire or 
explosion. 

651 Substances which are liable to spontaneous heating or 
combustion shall not be carried unless adequate precaution* 
have been taken to minimize the llkelyhood of the outbreak 
of fire. 

t6) Harmful substances identified as marine pollutants shall 
be properly 'towed and secured so as to minimize the hazards 
to the marine environment, Jettisoning of any such subs¬ 
tances in packaged form and washing overboard of any 
’enkage of such 'iibstsncc is prohibited except where neccssnry 
for the purpose of securing the safety of the ship or saving 
life at, sea, 

13. Carriage of explosives.—(1) Divisions of explosives and 
compatibility groups specified in this rule have the same 
meaning as those specified in TMDG code. 

(?) Explosives in division 1.4 of the IMDG code, and the 
compatibility group S may be carried in any amount in 
p.a-senper ships, No other explosives shall he carried except 
any one of the following: 

(i) explosive articles for life-saving purposes, if the total 
net explosives mass of such articles does not exceed 
50 Kg per ship ;or 

tii) explosives in compatibility groups C, D and E if the 
total net explosives mass does not exceed 10 Kg 
per ship; or 
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(id) explosive firticles in compatibility group G other than 
those requiring special stowage, if the total net 
explosives mass docs not exceed 10 Kg per ship; or 

tlv) explosive articles in compatibility group B, if the 
total net explosives mass does not exceed 5 Kg per 
ship. 

(3) Notwithstanding the provisions' of sub-rule (2) of this 
rule additional quantities or types of explosives may be 
carried in passenger ships in which special safety measures 
approved by the Nautical Advisor are. taken, 

14- Carriage of solid bulk cargoes other than grain.-—(11 
Every ship loading solid bulk cargoes Other than grain shall 
comply with the general requirements of the BC code and 
tne particular requirement or precautions specified in appen¬ 
dices A, B and C of that code. 

(21 Bulk cargoes shall be loaded and trimmed reasonably 
level, as necessary, to the boundaries of the cargo space ns 
tci minimise the risk of shifting and to maintain adequate 
stability throughout the voyage. 

(3) When bulk cargoes are carried in "tween-decks” the 
hatchways of such Iwcen-decks” shall be closed in those cases 
where the loading information indicates an unacceptable level 
of stress on the bottom structure if the hatchways are left 
open. The careo shall he trimmed reasonably level and shall 
either extend from side to side or be secured by additional 
longitudinal divsions of sufficient strength. The safe load- 
carrying capaciiv of Ihc "tween-decks" shall be observed 
to ensure that the deck-structure is not overloaded. 

(41 Concentrates or other cargoes which may liquify shall 
only be accepted for loading when the actual moisture con¬ 
tent of the cargo is less than its transportable moisture limit. 
Provided that: such concentrates and other cargoes may be 
accepted for loading even when their moisture content exceeds 
the above limit, where the safety arrangements including 
ndequate stability in case of an assumed shift of cargo and 
adequate structural Integrity are to the satisfaction of the 
Nautical Adviser. 

(51 Prior to loading a bulk cargo which is not a carRo. 
classified in accordance with the provisions of sub-rule (11 
of rule 10 but which has chcmcial properties that may create 
a potential hazard, special precautions for its safe carriage 
shall he taken. 

(6) Every ship carrying cargoes specified in Appendices 
‘A B’ and C. of R.C. Code shall he issued with a certificate 
of compliances as specified in the Second Schedule. Such 
certificate shall be issued onlv after such ship complies with 
the requirements of these rules and the B.C. Code, 

(71 Such certificate of compliance referred to in Sub-rule 
(61 shall be in force for a period of 5 years from dale of 
issue or such short period us specified in the certificate. 

15. Carriage of deck cargoes including timber deck cargo.— 

(1) Whan cargoes are carried on deck the master shall com¬ 
ply with the provisions of rule 6 of these rules. 

(21 Evew vessel carrying timber deck cargo shall, comply 
with the provisions of the timber code and the requirements 
of part V of Merchant Shipping (Toad Line) Rules. 1978. 

PART IV 

16. Application - -This part applies to carriage of grain in 
bulk. 

17. Carriage of grain.—(1) Fvery ship carrying grain shall 
comply with the requirement of grain code. 

(2) Every such ship shall not load grain unless : 

(a) The ship holds a document of authorisation a= re¬ 

quired by the grain code duly issued by the chief 
surveyor, 

(b) The Master of such ship satisfies Ihe Chief Survcvor 

or any other authority at the port of loading autho¬ 
rised bv the Chief Surveyor that the ship shall 
comnlv with the requirements of the grain code in 
its proposed loading condition. 


• PART V 

Id. Application.—This part applies to carriage of: 

(a) liquified gases, and 

(b) dangerous pr-, noxious liquid substances in bulk. 

19. Carriage of dangerous liquid chemicals in bulk.—(1) 
Dangerous or noxious liquid substances in bulk shall be carried 
in accordance to the requirements of: 

(a) The IBC code for chemicals tankers constructed on 

or after 1st July, 1986 ; or 

(b) the BCH code for all other chemicals tankers. 

(2) Every chemical tanker, irrespective of the date of 
constructions, which is converted or adopted for carriage of 
dangerous or noxious liquid substances shall be treated as a 
chemical tanker constructed on the date on which such con¬ 
version commenced.

2.0 Special requirements ; The following requirements shall 
be complied with to stowage of dangerous goods both “on 
deck” and “under deck”. Tables I, II. Ill indicate this re¬ 
quirements Dy the sub-paragraphs numbers. Whenever ‘‘X” 
appears in the tables applicability of the relevant sub-paragraph 
Is indicated against ship t\pes as specified in para 1.1 and/ 
or clues of dangerous goods specified in rule 10 of these rules. 

1. Water Supply 

1.1 Arrangements shall be made to ensure immediate 
availability of a supply of water from the fire main 
at the required pressure either by permanent pres¬ 
surization or by suitably placed remote starting ar- 
rangejnents for the fire pumps.

Sources of ignition 

Electrical equipments and wiring shall not be fitted in en¬ 
closed cargoes spaces, closed vehicle deck space, or open 
vehicle deck space unless it is essential for operational pur¬ 
poses in the opinion of the chief surveyor, Hojvever, if elec¬ 
trical equipments is fitted in such spaces, it shall be of ai 
certified safe tvpe for use in the dangerous environments to 
which it may be exposed unless it is possible to completely 
isolate the electrical system fby removal of links in the 
system, other than fuses), Cable penetrations of the decks and 
bulkheads shall be sealed against the passage of gas or vapour. 
Through runs of cables and cables within the cargo spaces 
shall be protected against damage from impact. Any other 
equipment which may constitute a source of ignition of 
flammable vapour shall not permitted. 

Detection system 

An approved fire detection and fire alarm system shall be 
fitted to all enclosed cargo spaces including closed vehicle 
deck spaces. Where the defection system utilizes samples of 
atmosphere drawn from such cargo spnees provisions shall he 
made to prevent, in the event of cargo leakage, the discharge 
of contaminated atmosphere through the sampling system 
into the space in which the detection apparatus Is situated. 
A notice stating that the sample" shall be discharged to the 
onen air when cargoes giving off toxic fumes are being car¬ 
ried shall be permanently exhibited at the equipment 

Ventilation 

Adequate power ventilation shall be provided in enclosed 
cargo spaces. The arrangement shall be such as to provide 
for at least six air changes per hour in the cargo space based 
on an emptv cargo space and for removal of vapour from 
the unper or lower parts of the cargo space as appropriate. 

The fans shall he such as to avoid the possibility of igni¬ 
tion of flammable gas air mixtures. Suitable wire mesh guards 
shall be fitted over inlet and outlet ventilation openings. 

llilge Pumping 

Where it is intended to carry flammable or toxir liquids in 
enclosed cargo spaces Ihe bilges pumping system shall be de¬ 
signed to ensure against inadvertent pumping of such liauids 
through machinery space piping or pumps. Where large’ quan¬ 
tities of such liquids are carried, consideration shall be given 
to the provisions of additional means of desiging those cargo 
snnees. These means shall bp to the satisfaction of the 
Chief Surveyor. 
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Personnel protection 

Four sets of full protective clothing resistant tO' chemical 
attach shall he provided in addition to the firemen’s outfits 
required by Fire Fighting Appliances rule. The protective 
clothing shall cover all skin, so that part of the body is 
unprotected, 

At least two self-contained breathing apparatuses addi¬ 
tional to those required by Fire Fighting Appliances rules 
shall he provided. 

Portable lire extinguishers 

Portable fire extinguishers with a total capacity of at least 
12 l.c of dry power or equivalent shall be provided for the 
cargo spaces. These extinguishers shall be in addition to 1 
any portable fire extinguishers required under FFA rules. 

Insulation of machinery space boundaries 

Bulkheads forming boundaries between cwgo spaces and 
machinery spaces of category A shall be insulated to “A-60" 


standards, unless the dangerous goods are stowed at least 3m 
horizontally away from such bulkheads, other boundaries bet¬ 
ween such spaces shall be insulated ‘‘A-hO” standard. 


Water spray system 

Each open to/to cargo space having a deck above it and 
each space deemed to be a closed rev/ro cargo space not 
capable of being sealed shall be fitted with an approved 
.fixed pressure water-spraying system for manual operation 
which shall protect all parts of any deck and vehicle platform 
in such space, except that the Chief Surveyor may permit 
the use of any other fixed firc-cxtiti'jnishinR system that has 
been shown by full scale tesl lo be net less effective.
